” 1 am fam iliar,’’ he said, “ w ith the 
fact that Senator Butler, of South Caro­ 
lina. m ade a p rop osition*to the U nited 
States gov ernm ent that the A m erican 
negroes be dep orted to the Congo Free 
State, but that is a m a tte r th a t m ust l» e 
taken careof by th e negroes themselves. 
‘W hat adv antages would accrue to 
the negroes if they should em igrate to 
that country in large num bers?” 
“The adv antages would be 
many 
Ther« * is any am ount of land to be had 
for the asking; the laws are fav orable 
and calculated to p rom ote hap p iness and 
content; the clim ate for the negroes is 
com p arativ ely healthy; the soil is fertile 
and the country new, so th a t the slight­ 
est cult ivation cannot fail to be followed 
by the most gratifying results. 
In these 
facts lie the adv antages th a t would fol­ 
low for th« * em igrating negroes.
